CHINA’S FINANCES, 


PROJECTED HOME LOAN. O! 
: $200,000,000, ; 
‘The Bill framed by the Ministry of 
Communications for tho flotation of a 
home loan to the amount of $200,000.000 
was. sanctioned by the Cabinet on Jan- 
uary 16th, (says the Chinese Press) and 
immediately afterwards forwarded to 
‘Parliament for approval.

trait. of society, and they aro exactly 
like the empioyrs of the film ecmpany 
which las never cegsed to produce the 
mere works of imagination. _ Therefore, 
the less credit given to their reports the 
better, In the first and second years of

“Here in Hongkong wo have. a special 
opportunity ond 2 special obligation. 
Tho Gospel that benefits ua ‘ond gives us 
power ‘to live: Christian lives awits the 
Chincao” just.ss well as us.  Meiical 
science proves'that the: game’ thing that 
suits the European’ suite the Oriental. 
Vaccination; for example, is just. as 
necessary and effective for Chinese as for 
Europeans. ‘We owé a debt to the Chi- 
nese... This Colony, of which we are so 
proud, ‘and all its beduty testifies to the | 
power of British industry, statesmanship 
and persaverance; but all would have 
been of no avail withouf Chineso co- 
operation. It is the faithful Chinese 
labourers who have built up our mnogni- 
ficent buildings; they have carried and 
fixed every stonc, They make our lives 
so comfortable, they ‘mako our Harbour 
what it as, did ig is trade with them 
that makes our ‘merchants so wealthy. 
You to whom I: speak ove your wealth 
to the Chinese, I will: say we owe a.debt 
of reparation to the Chinese. "Europoan 
nations’ relations-with the Chinese in tho 
past have certainly not always beon in 
accordance with Christian principls. 1 
have. only to mention the one word 
“a Opium.” It is a fact that for deeades 
in the’ past wo, have beeti the promoters 
of a great trade which our Parliament 
declared morsHy indefencible and we 
have been ablo,to-Jive comparatively free 
from taxes boause the Chinese used so 
much opium. We need to counteract the 
falso impress‘ons given hy those Eure- 
peans wlo are only Christian in name. 
The Chi ese look upon all English peoplo 
as Chrssciags, and when they seo un- 
christian action they put it down to the 
Christiun religion. - They think that 
there “is moro zeal shown . fur méking 
dollars. than for. spreading the Gospel, 
and more zeal displayed in propagating 
cigarettes for example, than for pro- 
pagating tho Gospel. There is a danger 
les? the spread of the Gospel. should be 
hindered by thoughtless Europeans who 
shew. 2 lack cf respect for the religion 
and traditions of the Chinese. These 
people. weaken the hands of the mission- 
aries, and. while they aro opening doors 
to trade thy are closing hearts. to 
Christianity. ' 

« Now in Hongkong, aswell as. in other 
parts of tke british Empire, the Govern- 
ment has schools for the heneftt of ‘the 
Chinese, but the British State, appar- 
ently, decides that religious instruction 
is, generally speaking, not to be. given in 
Government schools. Tor myself I am 
-ane of those whe think that only good 
would: come by the Stato giving at least 
optional regligious instruction. I think 
the State oves a debt to such a, society 
as tho C.ML8. which. sends out some-of 
the best men and women to show the 
Christian attitude, We do not ask you to 
patronise tho C.M:S., but to recognise 
your obligation’ to it, We are told by 
scme people that‘ owing’ to the war wo 
ought ‘to clue our missionary institu- 
tions. It is quite true that it is the first 
duty of the British Empire to win tho 
war,. and she will only do that. by 
yecognising her enormous responsibility, 
probably ‘to's greater degreo than many 
of -us here have done so far. But I 
would have you realise that those who 
are missionaries aro not slack. “Scores 
whe would have come out ag missionaries 
are now fighting for their county, and 
of our very slender staff of four doctors 
one has gone to serve his country and 
another has expressed ‘his willingness to 
go... We-had only two hospital nurses 
and. we sent. one to. the. war...
